Afkaikb at C'LARKSvatK. — Captain Henry 
O'N'eil, company D, 28th Kentucky Infantry, 
has been recaptured from the rebels ami ar- 
rived safe at Camp Rousseau, near Clarksville, 
Tcnn., on the 14th instant. When a portion 
of the regiment waa on its way last month 
from this place to Southern Kentucky, Capt. 
O'Neil was accidentally left behind at Evans- 
ville, but had succeeded in netting on as far as 
Fort Donelson, and was there at the time o( 
the late battle. Being unable to get on up the 
river to rejoin bis regimeut he, together with 
Lieut. Samuel Mitchell, of the 17th Kentucky, 
and Lieut. Charles llalght, of the 2i Illinois 
Cavalry, tendered their services as volunteers 
to Col. Hardin, and bore themselves gallantly 
during the engagement, but they were unfor- 
tunately surrounded and captured with about 
forty men, and were taken by the rebels to n 
point at some distance from the river. Col. 
Hardin, however, hearing of their where- 
abouts, sent out a detachment of cavalry, re- 
captured them, and brought them back within 
our lines. 

The gallant Captain brought with him flat- 
tering testimonials from the commandant at 
Fort Donelson, and, hoping to return just al 
the hour of dress parade, he gave, at the re- 
quest of Col. Boone, a brief history of his ad- 
ventures to the regiment, and was received by 
the men with hearty cheers, while the officer.^ 
crowded round him and greeted him with 
hearty words of congratulation. He states 
that the rebels were perfectly terror-Btricken 
when the gunboats opened upon them with 
shells, and skedaddled vigorously until they 
reached a safe distance. He describes the de- 
fence of the fort as one of the most brilliant 
feats of the war, and states that it was the in- 
tention of the rebels, had they succeeded in 
taking Fort Donelson, to have attacked Charks- 
ville. The 28th Kentucky, after having been 
scattered so long, has, w.th the exception of a 
few who were left behind sick and a few who 
are ignobly absenting themselves withoul 
leave and sneaking in citizen s clothes aboui 
the streets and alleys of Louisville, been col- 
lected together again, and is encamped at a 
fort just below Clarksville aud at the mouth 
of Red River, which was commenced by the 
rebels and called by them Fort Clark ; but out 
soldiers call it Fort Boyle, and. under the en- 
ergetic administration of Col. Bruce, com 
manding the post, it is rapidly being comple- 
ted. The position is a strong one, command- 
ing the town and the river for miles above 
and below, as well as the country back of ii 
and across the river. The 17th Kentucky 
Col. Stout; the 102d Ohio, Col. Giveu; a bat- 
talion of the 8th Kentucky cavalry, and th. 
1st Tennessee battery, are encamped about* 
mile further up and adjoining the town, when 
they also have throw n up fortification:), and 
should any stray band of butternuts ventun 
over that way they will take great pleasure in 
-iving them a warm reception.

press, there is now and for some time has been, 
much discussion as to what was the real cause 
of the present great rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment and authority of the United States. 
Men havesought to know whit could be the 
real primary cause i*hy an insurrection so gi- 
gantic in its? proportions, aud so malignant in 
its character, should be made against a gov- 
ernment, framed with such wisdom, and de- 
vised by the purest and best men that this 
country ever knew, and not excelled in virtue 
and patriotism by scy lae world has ever 
known. 

tfome ot this discussion has been marked 
by a spirit of logical reasoning and of philo- 
sophic imjuiry, but a great deal of it has been 
characterized by wild and rash assertion, by 
statements without authority, and is full of 
izlaring sophisms and ridiculous absurdity. 
It is a maiter of infinite moment both to the 
practical state-inan and to the mass of loyal 
citizens that the real (MM of the horrid re- 
bellion that threatens to destroy forever Amer- 
cau liberty, and for a long period to blight 
the Christian civilization of the world, 
should be fully known; and, being 
known, appreciated. And this is the 
more necessary — may I not say absolutelv- 
ly necessary — when A lahre part of the 
press, many prominent politicians who seem 
to have frequeet and eaiy access to the ear of 
the President, and a large number of people in 
several States, assert that the institution of 
negro slavery was that cause, that still exists 
which originally gave ri»e to Ihe rebellion. 
For these declare that What produced it is still 
energetic, active, malignant, and totally in- 
consistent with the stability of the govern- 
ment, and with the perpetuity of the Union. 

And they claim that this evil of such gigan- 
tic proportions may las (some may say already 
lias been) easily swept away by a few pen- 
strokes of the National Executive. The pro- 
pi*, who have enormous taxes to pay, and to 
do still more than that, to suffer more than 
that, to tight and to shed out their blood, to 
receive wounds and to die, 1 say these endur- 
ing, suffering people have an immense interest 
in the i|Uestion, is the cause of this rebellion 
the institution of African slavery, Which may 
1)0 destroyed by a simple proclamation of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the army and navy of 
the United Slates, declaring those slaves to be 
henceforth free; or is this most atrocious as- 
sault now making on the liberties of the peo- 
ple the legitimate offspring of the aim of a 
powerful aristocracy in certain States, not to 
secure the institution of negro slavery from 
danger, but to doom to serfdom aud slavery 
many millions of poor white men. 

A wi.<c statesman who ha; to deal with the 
tremendous difficulties that surround us will 
not in such an investigation arrive at conclu- 
sions , draw n from pemises founded either on 
the declarations of fanatical abotitionists, or 
of ignorant, wicked secessionists; these the 
disunionist and the ultra abolitionist will 
agree. He will derive no light from the 
teachings either of those who think that the 
great mission of statesmen and the destiny 
of the Republic is to free "the poor oppressed 
slave," or from those other enemies of the 
country who act as if they are divinely ap- 
pointed agents to extend African slavery over 
every State and country on tho globe. 

Itappears that many of the absurd conclu- 
sions that have been boldly, and often osten- 
tatiously thrown into the face of the public, 
have been drawn, because those who have 
been engaged in investigating the history of 
the rebellion, and in noting the chief actors in 
it, have not been careful to make a proper dis- 
tinction between the acts of the many and of 
tbtfew] in not regarding the difference, be- 
tween the politician*, who led, and the peoyit 
who followed. And another great mUtake 
has been committed in not properly discrimi- 
nating between the primary cause of the re- 
bellion, originating with the controlling few, 
and the various instruments, used by that 
dominant minority to excite the fears, de- 
throne the reason, and to madden and in- 
flame the passions of the multitude that 
followed the leading politicians of the haughty 
Southern domineering aristocracy. Most of tho 
»ad confusion that now is working mischief in 
the land, many of the detestable sophisms that 
disgust men of sense, on hearing or reading 
these discussions, have arisen because the 
great means, the powerful instrument, has 
i>een mistaken for the cause whence sprung 
the conspiracy; that means that was so potent- 
ly used by the great high priest of treason and 
his subordinates to "fire the Southern heart." 

He who can make no better distinction be- 
tween cause aud instrument, than is mole by 
so many of the peiliticians of the day, who are 
now occupying high places of power and trust, 
annot be relied on as a safe counsellor in these 
times of peril, nor is he at all equal to tho 
emergeuctcs of the hour. 

1 assert the proposition to be true: Ihr 
Cause of the firtttnt conspiracy reeking to ite- 
troy the yuvernme/it by armed force was a 
desire on the part of the aristocratic kkw in 
certain Southern States to take all political 
power and social equality out o f the hands of the 
people at lar<;e. They desired to destroy the 
liberties of the people, and to enslave and reduce 
tv a political and social serfdom the poor wbite 
men of TBE country. What frauds tbey 
jerpetrated, what black falsehoods they 
iromulgated, what threats, what actual 
violence, what extortion, what bribery, 
what Bkilful handling of means that were 
placed within their reach by fanatic and wick 
ed men in tho free Slates; all these I pass by, 
tor let us here consider the cause. I then sa^ 
that there was a deliberately planned conspi 
racy against the government springing from 
10 aim cherished for years by prominent 
Southern aristocrats to dissolve the Union, set 
lp a separate establishment, lay the founda- 
ion of a great empire of seceded States and 
>f conquered territory, and then in that new 
empire to rule, holding the reins of power over 
i wretched, disfranchised, enslaved white race 
is well as black. 

The truth of ihe nroposilion will, I think, 
be easily seen by the candid man who ac- 
quaints himself with the past history of the 
habits and manners, political and social, of 
the people of the "cotton States." The hosts 
if ignorant wretches, who, to their own cer- 
tain ruin, have been deluded ta take up arms 
igainst our government, will not believe the 
proposition; the men whose sole object in life 
<eems to be to free the negro slaves in the 
I'nited States at any risk or harm whatever 
to the loyal white man will not believe it. 
Hut it is to be hoped that there are even in 
these times some wise and good enough to re- 
vive the truth. Such, even in these danger- 
ous days, may be equal to the trving cmergen- 
ies of the hours that seem black with fate to 
the Republic. 

The political aristocracy and the aristocracy 
of wealth in those States have long been the 
ame. Ami every intelligent man knows that 
'••r years this minority has been unceasing in 
ts attempts to extend and confirm its power 
it the expense of popular liberty. The evi- 
lences of this constant warfare on the privi- 
leges, the political power, aud the social equal- 
ity of the people at large — of our poor white 
men — is to be found in the many "property 
pialificatious " found in the statute books of 
hose States, and in divers other matters too 
tedious to mention here, but well known. 

This, generally ruling, always striving to 
rule, miuority of aristocrats, early laid down 
u a proposition, that the eapitaliet ihould own 
the laborer. And, when they asserted this, 
hey by no means confined their meaning to 
the negro. They meant that the wealthy 
planter, where riches gave him the aristocratic 
easte, should be the master of, and should own 
is his property, those who Lu the vocabulary 
oeculiar to the originators of secession are 
ailed "poor white trash.'' No, it was tore 
Iress no great wrong being suffered by the 
people of the South. It was to secure the 
safety of no domestic institutions that 
haughty Southern aristocracy sought to 
lissolve the Union aud destroy the Con 
stitntioa. They hated both the Union and 
he Constitution. For that Constitution is a law 
that guarantees liberty to the people; anil that 
Union is the form of government under which 
.hat great people baa so long enjoyed happi- 
ness, prosperity, and rational liberty. Need I 
repeat that with the ideas, the feelings, of that 
Aristocracy, some of them descendedfrom tho 
Dries of the Revolution, both the Union aud 
the Constitution its organic law were intense- 
ly hated. Does not the history of that part of 
the country for years past show such to be the 
i.tct so incontestibly that no sane man could 
leny it. The pulpit, the press, the rostrum 
uuder the sway of that treason-breeding class 
have in tbat region given constant utterance 
sometimes cautiously inceed, but always at 
least covertly insinuating — that to invest the 
people with power is to bring ruin to the land, 
ihat there must be, for there ought to be. a su- 
jremacy in the hands of the man of wealth over 
the '"mud-sill." And all this talk and all this 
writing and speaking and preaching and 
teaching on the part of a minority, of a 
:ew, has been to establish nnd perpetuate caste. 
It came down in an uninterrupted line from 
the tory father of 76 to the secession son of 
'60. They longed for an empire where no 
Ocgrimed man of sweat would have the 
presumption to lift his meddling voice in pub- 
lic affairs. Theirs was to be an empire in 
which the sceptre should be held by "cavaliers" 
who seem to have persuaded themselves that 
ihe blood of the vulgar people no longer Hows 
in their veins, but in its place circulates the 
divine ichor of the Gods. Could aristocrats 
sprung from such stock — themselves such 
'xhivalry" — abide a Constitution ordained aud 
established by "We, the people ?" Never. 
Was the pure blood of the chivalry, whose an- 
cestors in the old world were royalists, whose 
fathers in the new world hung th« patriots ol 
76, to flow with coolness when plebeians 
claimed equal privileges! 

Such was the cause, such were the origina- 
tors, of the great secession conspiracy against 
the liberties of the people, and such was their 



(■Wished object. To that degradation they 
invite the people of Kentucky ; to siich serf- 
dom they allure. 

Alas there seem to be many of the "poor 
white trash ' who seem to glory in shame, 
and like tawning bounds, strive to lick the 
hands that seek to bind them and their pos- 
terity in chains forever. 

1 shall not here stop to discuss the proper 
object ot the Government in the war to crush 
this unholy rebellion. Can he who believes 
that I have correctly set forth what was the 
cause of the conspiracy, and who were the 
conspirators, doubt a single moment'.' 

Kentucky has sent forth forty thousand of her 
sons to the Geld at the call of the government. 
Tbey are some of them in the State — many 
on far distant fields, fighting — dying. They 
went forth neither to free the negro slave on 
the one hand, nor to bind his fetters the more 
securely on the other. 

They did go forth cheerfully, and many 
more will if necessary yet go, lest Southern 
traitor* .-should destroy the liberties of tho 
white race.

Fracps im the New York Custom House. 
Mr. Chase has submitted to the House Com- 
mittee of Commerce tho report of the Solici- 
tor of the Treasury Department, Mr. Jordan, 
upon the Custom House in New York. The 
Solicitor proceeded to New York, and he re- 
marks that the first discovery of clear evidence 
was as follows: 

Suspicions had been excited respecting im- 
portations of a Madame Heustell, id conse- 
quence of which an examination of her prem- 
ises was made, in the course of which a letter 
from her correspondent in Paris Was found re- 
lating to an invoice of goods which had been 
before entered. This entry was one of three 
asca of goods purporting to be corsets pur- 
chased in Par..*, and entered at a valuation of 
2,210 francs, including commissions and 
charges. There were also embraced in the 
same entry six other cases represented to be of 
floss cotton, and entered at a valuation, in- 
cluding charges, of 1,.">00 francs. Tbis entry 
was made on the 'Jflth September, 1802, and 
was dated September 8, 1862, and informed 
Madante Ileustell. among other things, that the 
goods had been insured for 20,000 francs. 

The great discrepancy between the value 
and that at which the goods had been entered 
satisfied the revenue officers thai the entry 
was fraudulent. Madame Heustell, on being 
thown this letter, together with the entry, ex- 
pressed great surprise, declaring that the ac- 
tual original cost of toe three cases in ques- 
tion was about eighteen thousand francs, and 
that such was the value expressed in the true in- 
voice of the goods which she had handed to her 
brother. She said that though she had signed 
the entry actually made, she nad done so with- 
out noticing that the value expressed Was any 
other than tntt stated in the true Invoice, hav- 
ing had no suspicion of tho dishonesty of her 
broker; and she further declared that the other 
six caseB embraced in tho entry did not belong 
to her, and that .h> knew nothing about 
them. 

The broker of Madame Heustell was, at the 
time of this discovery, extremely ill, and could 
not be seen; but the handwriting of the entry 
being recogniied as that of a broker named 
Cottrtad, he was called upon nnd asked for 
an explanation. He admitted the making out 
of the entry to have been his act, but said that 
the memoranda for making it had been fur- 
nished by other porsons, and;that he really knew 
nothing aboutthe actual nature of the trans- 
action. After a delay of some two weeks, 
however, information was gained which satis- 
fied the officers of his full knowledge on the 
subject; his office was visited, when a large 
number of invoices were found, which had 
been taken from the Custom House, some of 
them having been retained many yean, and he 
was arrested and imprisoned. 

Other Cases. — The result of tho investiga- 
tion into this particular case was the discovery 
of other frauds, involving a large uumber of 
persons, lu some cases the imiairter was cog- 
nizant of the fraud — in others not. The in- 
voices were sot often made in fictitious names, 
and goods belonging to one person were fre- 
quently eutered as belonging to another. In 
some cases an importer paid money to his bro- 
ker, who paid the culprits in the Custom 
House their share of the plunder. Seizures 
were made by the Government in several in- 
stances, and the result was the recovery of 
about fifty thousand dollars. 

The persons in the Custom House known to 
have any connection with tho frauds, says 
Mr. Jordan, are Van Vechten, Kclls, and 
Griggs. "The circumstances developed, al- 
though they do not show actual complicity on 
the part ot Henry Calhoun, the deputy col- 
lector, who designated nearly all the packages 
for examination, strongly indicate a want of 
proper vigilance on his part." Leffingwcll, 
the chief clerk, and others in the record bu- 
reau, in the solicitor's opinion, were culpable 
in permitting papers uuder their care to be 
withdrawn. The collector promptly dismissed 
them all. Mr. Jordan, in his investigations, 
has come to the conclusion that frauds in tho 
imtiortation of foreign merchandise are ex- 
tensively, constantly, and systematically car- 
ried on. He thinks also that there is very 
considerable direct smuggling. The subjoined 
startling facts are stated in the report: 

Evidence, of Corruption. — As to the ac- 
cessibility of many of those employed in the 
Custom House to corrupt influence, the evi- 
dence is, I regret to say, conclusive and start- 
ling. The facts developed in connection with 
We particular frauds before referred to, show 
that moneyiin large sums was received by 
officials as the undisguised reward of fraudu- 
lent acts or connivance. But, in addition to 
this, the statements herewith submitted seem 
to justify the belief that nearly the entire 
body of subordinate officers in and about the 
Custom House are, in one way or another, in 
the habitual receipt of emoluments from im- 
porters or their agents. 

One lawyer declares that he has paid to a 
single record clerk the sum of eighteen hun- 
dred dollars within a period of fifteen months. 
Kntrecs from the books of an importing house 
doing but a moderate business are discovered, 
showing that about a thousand dollars had 
been paid by it to an examiner within a period 
of a year. VauVcchten admits that he received 
not less than twenty-five hundred dollars per 
annum from such sources. It is shown tbat a 
bond clerk, with a salary of $1,000 per annum, 
enters upon a term of eight years with noth- 
ing, and leaves it with a fortune of thirty 
thousand dollars. A majority of the officials 
questioned on the subject by me admit that 
they receive such emoluments to a greater or 
less amount. It is true that generally these 
amounts are represented to be inconsiderable, 
and that they are received ostensibly for special 
services — inuocent in their nature — rendered 
by the offi' ial for the importer; but I think 
that enough is dcvelooed to justify the belief 
that they are larger in amount than most of 
these officials are willing to admit, and that 
they must be, to the last degree, demoralizing 
and corrupting, I apprehend none can doubt- 
In my judgment, the giving or receiving of 
such emoluments in any form should be pro- 
hibited under heavy penalties.

Will you allow me the use of you»tolumns 
lo say a few words in regard to a gallant young 
Ranluckian, lately promoted from Captain of 
company B to a Majority in the 21 regiment 
of Kentucky Volunteer Infantry? I refer to 
Major U. L. Baldwin, who, as I perceive by 
your Journal of the 7th inst., has just received 
his well-merited advancement. 

I knew Major Bilwin many years before he 
entered the army.

Returning from the West he Was prodered 
and accepted a captain's commission in the 2d 
Kentucky, to which regiment and commission 
he was an honor, as the official reports of the 
battles of Shiloh and Corinth, Richmond and 
Perryville, Ky., all testify. 

Truly the 2d Kentucky is lucky to have so 
able an officer ani gallant gentleman as Major 
Baldwin for ono of its field officers, for truly 
he does more honor to the commission than 
the commission does bint.

A Chuis in Prussia. — King William, of 
Prussia, is not governing his Kingdom so 
wisely as he did when he was Prince Regent. 
Then he was liberal, and he made a most ac- 
ceptable substitute for the mad old King. At 
the beginning of his reign, he promised also 
liberal measures, and the people flattered them- 
selves that they were going to have a system 
of government as free as that of England. 
But for the past two years these hotvs have 
been gradually fading away. Tho King ap- 
pears to have dreaded the growing power of 
the people. He began restrictive measures 
early in his reign. He openly violated the 
Constitution on several occasions. He under- 
took to defy the Chamber of Deputies when it 
refused to voteonormous supplies forthc army, 
and insisted on his right to help himself from 
the public treasurj . In various other ways he 
set himself in opposition to the popular branch 
of the Parliament, and h:is made persistent 
efforts to establish absolutism, instead of the 
liberal system he once promised. 

The Chamber of Deputies has made a most 
sturdy opposition to the royal encroachments, 
and the champions of the Constitution have 
stood up manfully in its defence, and have 
fearlessly denounced the unconstitutional acts 
of the King and bis ministers. When the 
Parliament met lately, an address to the 
throne was prepared by the liberals, which, 
though most respectful and loyal in its tone, 
strongly condemns the policy of the Ministry. 
It declares that the Government has been car- 
ried on without a legally established budget, 
and that expenditures have been incurred 
which the Chamber had positively refused to 
authorize. The address also complains that 
public officers who were true to the Constitu- 
tion havo been punished by oppressive meas- 
ures, and tbat the press has been persecuted 
when it stood forward in defence ot right and 
justice. Other points are touched upon, but 
the grievances are all summsd up in the 
declaration that "the Constitution has been 
violated by the Ministers." The address con- 
cludes as follows: 

"in the midst of this afflicting situation the 
Prussian people, which has been tried in so 
many dangers, and which is surpassed by no 
other in fidelity and perseverance, abandons 
not the hope that your Majesty's wisdom will 
know how to distinguish the honest voice of 
its legal representatives from the counsels of 
ill. lie who strive, in the contest of parties, to 
shelter and support their efforts, of themselves 
powerless, by the exalted name of your 
Majesty. 

"May it please your Majesty — Our position, 
asYepresentativesof the country, Imposes upon 
us tho imperative duty solemnly to declare 
hat the eternal peace and the external strength 
of the country can be restored only by a return 
to a constitutional state of things." 

The debates on this address, iu the Chamber 
of Deputies, were of the most animated char- 
acter. Herr Von Bismark, the Minister of 
State, opposed it with a good deal of temper, 
but without any force of argument. Much 
ability was displayed on the opposition 6ide, 
Herr Von Waldeck (specially making a pow- 
erful and most effective speech. The debates 
were begun on the 25th of January aud ter- 
minated on the 29lh, on which day the address 
was adopted by a vote of 255 to 68. This is au 
overwhelming majority, and it will be sur- 
prising if the King should, after such a condem- 
nation, persist in retaining the offensive Minis- 
ters or in pursuing his past policy. If he docs 
not yield, there is room tor apprehension of a 
revolution, for the Deputies have shown that 
they are terribly in earnest. If he should un- 
lerfake to imitate Louis Napoleon, and make 
coup d elat, arresting tho hostile deputies, a 
revolution would be sure to follow. There 
have been intimations that be might abdicate 
in favor of his son, who is said to be thorough- 
ly imbued with English liberal iJeas, arising 
from his marriage with a princess of England, 
and from his observation of the admirable 
working of the constitutional government in 
that country. But be has shown such a love 
of power, that we have no confidence that he 
will lay down the sceptre till be is compelled 
to do it. The crisis is au alarming one, and 
the next news lrom Berlin may be of a very 
important and exciting character.

Cotton and woollen goods are selling quickly 
at large profits. Everything that has a sub 
stantial value in its relation to tbo common 
wants of life is going up in price, and every 
body that deals in merchandise is niakirg 
money. Gold is riting, and everything that 
has a value in gold is rising with it. T'le 
poor man's comforts, codec, tea, sugar, a little 
tobacco, and such things, are getting to be t'le 
rich man's luxuries, and with cotton at a did 
lar a ]>ouud, it looks as If a cotton shirt might 
become au old wife's myth. Wool is cheaper 
than cotton, but it is on the advance, and hag 
doubled in value within a vear. There is, 
however, a better prospect tor a supply of 
wool than of cotton, and men of ilendermenn3 
and fixed incomes may find somo comfort in 
the reflection that "an old cloak makes a new 
jerkin. But business \a good, and the profits 
of speculation are largo. Someday the bub- 
ble inflated will break. Every man must 
guess for himself when that will happen. In 
ihe meantime, on tbis smooth wave of appar- 
ent prosperity, it is pr-tdeut to keep an eye 
out for rocks and breakers. An accident has 
carried up cotton and cotton goods and every- 
thing else. Another eccident may carry them 
down. 

yickelon the Rise. — Copper and nickel cents 
have reached the enormous premium of eigh- 
teen per cent, to the great Iocs and inconven- 
ience of retail dealers. They are made in vast 
'luantities at the Philadelphia mint, where 
they are exchangeable for government legal 
tender notes n.t par, but even nickel refuses to 
bo a basis for our inflated currency, and hence 
the heavy premium.

International Prith Fiiiut. — By the latest 
advices from Europe we learn that the pre 
liminaries of a second international prize 
light have been arranged in England between 
the representative champion of America, 
John C. Heenan, and another antagonist, who 
at present rejoices in the now fashionable cog 
nomen of the "Unknown." It has been gen- 
erally supposed that Heenan was the Ameri- 
can incognito who had accepted the challenge 
to fight Jem Mace, the present champion, for 
$1,000 and the champion s belt, the prize lor 
which the former had once contended and 
fairly won, on the field of Farnborougb, against 
the great wonder of the English ring, Tom 
Savers. 

Although in the acceptance of Jem Mace's 
challenge by an unknown, who was represen- 
ted to be an American, no individual name 
was mentioned, the English public jumped to 
the conclusion tbat if the Benicia Boy was 
not the "original Jacobs," there was none oth- 
er in the country able to contest against him 
in the ring except Joe Coburn who had re 
cently challenged Joe Goss. The matching of 
the latter against the champion Mace conse 
qtiently strengthened the conviction ou the 
otberstde of the Atlantic that Coburn was the 
individual selected to represent the American 
knights of the ring. This illusion has now 
been dispelled by the fart of Coburn having 
been matched against Tom McCook, of St. 
Louis, for $1,00V aside. Indeed Coburn him 
self is perfectly ignorant of any intention to 
match him against any one on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

It therefore remains as much a mystery as 
heretofore who the mysterious unknown may 
be. Another month must elapse before we 
can solve the identity of the nomin tub umbra 
But the match to which we now allude is one 
which will supersede in importance and pub- 
lic interest that of "Mace aud the I'nkuowu " 
although it is uot for the championship of the 
English ring. 

At a meeting of the principal members of 
the English racing gentlemen and Corinthian 
members of the prize ring, held receutly at the 
house of the renowned boxer. Owen Swift, in 
Titehborne street, Haymarket, London, among 
other exciting topics discussed were the ro 
spective merits of the present school of boxers. 
During the discussion a well-l;nown bookma- 
ker of the turf, Jack McDouald ( whose name 
was brought so prominently and favorably be- 
fore the American public as the trainer, advis- 
er, and second of John C. Heenan in his fight 
with Sayers), brought up the name of bis for 
mer protege. After some lively badinage with 
the parties assembled, McDouald agreed to 
match the Benicia Boy to fight an Fukuown, 
in six months, for the unusually large sum (for 
a pugilistic contest) of five thousand dollars 
a side. A comparatively small deposit ($25 a 
side) was staked in the hands of Mr. Owen 
Swift, to be increased, and preliminaries ar- 
ranged in a month's time from the first de- 
posit. Such a match will naturally create 
great interest, for we can hardly believe tbat 
Heenan's best and most faithful friend, Jack 
McDonald, to whom he was entirely due for 
bringing the battle at Farnsborougb with the 
redoubtable riayer3 to a draw, will have made 
the present match without being sufficiently 
authorized so to do. If the match goes ou — 
and we shall learn more definite particulars in 
a few days — it will cause the contest between 
Mace and the Unknown to sink into compara- 
tive insignificance. Who the Unknown match- 
ed against our American representative may 
turn out to be, we know nothing at present. 



Failure of Oil Welts. — A gentleman of this 
citv, who recently made a tour of the oil region 
of Pennsylvania, states that many of the wells 
which were noted last year for the flow of oil 
are now dry or yield only to the pump. He 
adds as his deliberate conviction, that the 
time is not very distant when oil will cease to 
be drawn from the earth by any process — that 
the supply will be exhausted. He thinks that 
the decline in production will be so rapid in 
the next three months that a panic will be 
the result, and tbat a fever of oil speculation 
will break out beside which the late move- 
ment in that article will appear insignificant. 
The examinations made by scientific men into 
the subject of oil deposits have been anything 
but satisfactory, and the world really knows 
nothing of the subject except that oil flows in 
certain places at certain times, and then it 
don't. — Rochester Union.

Your memorialists beg to suggest that the be- 
nevolent object you have iu view would be 
more effectually accomplished by affording to 
distressed operatives free, or assisted, passages

ployment could be afforded them. This plan, 
your memorialists feel convinced, would be 

nfinltclv preferable to tbat of sending provis- 
ions for distrihntion by the relief committees of 
England. Vour memorialists are of opinion 

hat ten thousand families might be removed 

from Lancsshireto America within six months, 
f the means of transport were available, and. 
especially ro, if a well-grounded assurance of 
mplovinent could be held out. The present d is- 
ress affords vou a favorable opportunity of ob- 
taining au abundant supply of every kind of la- 
bor, and which would enable you to push on an 
ene rge t iedevelopTr»ntof the almost inexhanst- 
ble treasures whi'h the Almighty has placed 
at your disposal. If the gentlemen who take 
such a laudable interest in relieving the neces- 
itous would kindly ascertain what sort of 
employment rotild be obtained iu their various 
localities, and. furthermore, communicate the 
result to the Emigration Committee formed at 
his meeting, a plau of emigration might thus 
le carried out that would be wise, ju*t, and 
beneficial to the Working classes of Lanca- 
shire. Your memorialists most respectfully, 
nit most urgently, entreat the favorable cou-

Distrish in Ireland — The committee ap- 
pointed at Ihe public meeting held this day 
week, to adopt measures for the relief of the 
distress existing to such a large extent in this 
town, held their second meeting on the eveu- 
ng of the 1 3th. After a long discussion, the 
committee came to the decisiou of allocating 
be fuu a which had been subscribed to the era- 
loyment of the distressed laborers and arti- 
ans. It was understood tbat the money 
hould be expended either in some useful sacij 
ary works iu the town or in some private 
work which would give a return. The com- 
mittee fixed the remuneration for the disues ed 
employed by them at ton pence per day. 

This latter resolution has given rise to much 
dissatisfaction among the distressed laboring 
lasses, who are vehement iu their statements 
that a large family of seven or eight cannot 
support itself on live shillings a week. The 
lis?atis|*ction among them is, indeed, so great 
that, this morning, a large number of laborers 
carried around the town a large black flag 
leariug the words, "Flag of distress, reuuir- 
ng either employment or charity." They 
called at the houses of several gentlemen and 
stated that teu pence u day was quite insuffi- 
cient. Tbey conducted themselves, however, 
most peaceably and t rderly, and, after visit- 
ng the Board of Guardians, quietly separated. 
In Killarney and Listowel the distressed are 
being at present relieved. 

This 1 14th) afternoon about tix hundred of 
the unemployed laboring classes, men and 
women, paraded the streets as on yi s'erday, 
arryiug a large black flag. Some half dozen 
if tho3e who appeared to be the ringleaders 
were arrested. No rioting has as yet taken 
place. 

iFroui the Limerick Reporter, Jan. It. 
From all quarters accounts are reaching us 
of the great distress to which once comforta- 
ble landholders are now reduced, consequent 
ou the deficiencea of three bad harvests. To 
ay the November reut, in some instances, 
aud the March rent in the majority of instnn- 
es, the great bulk of the middling nnd small 
farming classes have denuded themselves of 
every Ihiug. They have nothing ou which to 
fall back, and how they are to meet the calls 

01 the landlord for the accruing rent in the 
face of these facts is really what we cannot 
iKissibly imagine. As to the state of the city, 
it is equally deplorable. Shopkeepers are at 

stand still. Those who were affluent see 
their means dwindling daily. But an inexor- 
able tax is meanwhile extracted from them to 
sustain tho mass of misery grouped together 
u the Union workhouse, where there are now 
over two thousand inmates, while the streets 
are filled with wretchedness unparalleled. 

From New Castle, West, we learn that since 
the ever painfully remembered years of 184" 
18, and '18, so much and such dire distress has 
not been felt in this district as during the post 
year. The working classes are fast crowding 
into the work-house, and some whose well 
founded distaste for having recourse to this 
last miserable resource for tho relief of them- 
selves Rnd their families are fast wasting away 
from the effects of hunger and cold. In this 
town and neighborhood shopkeepers are clos- 
ing up, the occupiers of small lots of land are 
disposing of their interest before the sheriff s 
bailiffs do so, and taking themselves and fam- 
ilies to America. During the blessed season 
of Christmas 1 have known tradesmen and 
their families to go to bed fasting, and others 
who had to dispose of their working imple- 
ments for the purpose of keeping themselves 
out of the poor s bastile during tbat seuson of 
blessedness and charity. 

[Frotu tbo i DublUw Farmers' (Jazotte, Jsn. II. ) 
That the farming classes in this country are 
worse oil' this season than they were in what 
arc called the "famine years'' 13 well known 
to all who have paid the slightest attention to 
the subject. Their corn crops have proved 
miserably deficient, their supply of potatoes 
will last but a very short time, and the prices 
they are obtaining for their pigs are low and 
unremuuerative. Nor have those who rely 
solely on grazing had much to boast of when 
they balanced their transactions during the 
past year, for il has been also a very unprofit- 
able season to the grazier; the stock did not 
fatten; disease has Leen prevalent to a furious 
extent, and we fear tbat considerable loss will 
yet be felt from the same cause.

At a meeting of the Union members of the 
Legislature, in the House of Representatives 
on Monday evening, Feb. 10th, 1803, on mo- 
tion, Hon. Joseph Underwood was called to the 
Chair, and John 1$.

After a free and full consultation, it is rec 
ommended to the Union Democracy of Ken- 
tucky that they assemble in convention, 
through their delegates, in the city of Louis- 
ville, on the ISth day of March next, and nom- 
inate suitable persons as candidates to fill the 
various State offices, to be chosen at the next 
August election. It is further recommended 
that the people meet, at some convenient time 
and place, in their respective counties, and ap- 
point delegates to represent them in the con- 
vention.

BefirNot long ago the organs of the rebel 
Government at Richmond proclaimed will', 
open and fierce exultation, that, when the 
Union should be divided, the States now ac- 
knowledging allegiance to the Federal Gov- 
ernment would, wilhin a very brief period, 
break up into at least three or four distinct 
nationalities. Those organs were not mis- 
taken iu their opinion as to what would 
necessarily happen in the event of a separa- 
tion between the North and the South. The 
whole country understands the case perfectly. 
The several States of the Union, as distin- 
guished from the Southern Confederacy, know 
that they could not or would not remain to- 
gether after the establishment of the inde- 
pendence of the South. They would soon be 
cut up into several Powers, nominally inde- 
pendent of each other, and the whole of the 
great national debt would forever remain un- 
paid, for the various Powers could not parti- 
tion it among themselves, and, even if they 
could, they would not be able, reduced as they 
would bo to a condition of destitution and 
insignificance, to pay any portion of it. The 
entire national debt would be repudiated, and 
its repudiation would be followed immediate- 
ly by the repudiation of ninetcen-twen- 
ticths and probably the whole of the 
private debts existing in the land. Ev- 
ery Southern mind and every North- 
ern mind must of course see that the 
States of the Union, the loyal States, are not 
fighting, as is often alleged, for the mere con- 
quest of the Southern States, but fighting in 
effect for their own existence, fighting for 
everything that men hold denr, fighting to 
save themselves from as wretched a fate as 
ever befel any people on earth, fighting to 
keep themselves from becoming the pity and 
the ecorn of even the poorest and pettiest com- 
munities of all the world. Now the Southern 
authorities, who call out so loudly to be let 
alone .tad profess the most utter astonishment 
that they are not let alone, must assuredly 
know that our people, so long as they have 
mmcles to strike with, will never consent to 
bo reduced to such a state of wretchedness 
and degradation as dissolution would inevi- 
tably bring upon them. They would be fools, 
idiots, lunatics, if they should consent to it. 
There never was a clearer and more unques- 
tionable case of self-delence against annihila- 
tion than that which the great armies of the 
Union are now waging. 

We have here spoken of the events, which 
if the Union should be permanently dissolved, 
would fjllow in the States now loyal, but wi 
may well ask whether affairs in the South 
would be any better. Surely thev would not 
unlev? the Southern States should attempt to 
guard against the danger by the prompt estab- 
lishment of a tyranny or a despotism, and 
every man can judge for himself whether this 
would be better. The transition from the pres- 
ent condition of things in the South to a des- 
potism would be exceedingly easy if indeed it 
could be called a transition, but there is no 
probability that the people of the South, high- 
spirited as they are, would submit permanently 
or for any great length of time to such a des- 
potism. They might accept a despotism for 
a brief period as a defence against their North- 
ern neighbors or as a protection against seces- 
sion, but they would soon rebel against it 
unless this terrible rebellion has crushed 
all the olden memories and all the olden spirit 
from their souls. The whole war on their 
part is founded and waged upon the very prin- 
ciple of the right of secession. Secession is 
its foundation-stone, its corner-stone, and its 
key-stone. Secession is its heart, its brain? 
its blood, its life. Thus the Southern Confed 
eracy would very soon, like the Northern 
Confederacy, be broken up into poor little na- 
tionalities, and in the South, as in the North 
all public debts, like all private debts, would 
be repudiated, and universal bankruptcy and 
an endless series of miserable wars would be 
the fate of both lands. How can either the 
South or the North contemplate the picture 
without horror? 

We hope our young men of Kcntu< iky, 
who still entertain any desire to join the Con- 
federate army and aid in the efforts to devas- 
tate and subjugate their native State, will 
carefully consider the recent intelligence in 
reference to the disagreements of Generals 
Bragg and Breckinridge. The recreant Ken- 
tuckiuns under the command of the once idol- 
ized John C. Breckinridge are used as the 
abolitionists propose to use the negroes, put, 
when enlisted, into the most dangerous posi- 
tions and exposed to almost certain death, 
not as a compliment to their gallantry, but as 
a punishment because they are Kentuckians 
and distrusted by Bragg. If there It any spark 
of the old pride and honor yet rt maining, th-y 
would certainly not consent to such humilia- 
tion, but would throw down their arms and 
return to their allegiance. Bat we fear that 
they are joined to their idols, and not even 
their opprobrious treatment by Itraggwill open 
their eyes to the fact that the rebels hate Ken- 
tucky because of the loyal attitude 6be has 
maintained, and they will visit that malignant 
feeling upon their deluded dupes rather than 
permit the State to escape the scourge of the 
civil war.

He then pro 
posed the expedition to Arkansas Post, which 
was on our rear and flank, and from which 
the enemy had already attacked one of our 
units carrying ammunition and a mail. Gen. 
Sherman took McClcrnand to see Admiral 
Porter, and got him to co-operate, and finally 
led the expedition. The troops under Sher- 
man did the work. Yet he now sees his name 
paraded in the papers &9 mad, iusane, anr. 
everything else. Tho facts as here stated are 
known to thousands, and it is a little haru 
that he should be singled out thu3 by a parte; 
of newspaper scribblers who always eulogizi 
certain persons and regiments that were thr 
first to rejoice at getting out of a bad scrape, 
and that would have conveyed to the entrat 
the foreknowledge of the move on the Post ot 
Arkansas if a hint had beeu dropped. Mc- 
Clernand was very recently at the Federal 
camp before Vicksburg, and our forces landed 
on the west bank of the Mississippi, working 
on a canal to turn the river, a work which 
will fail, or, if successful, will leave the enemy 
the heights at Warrenton, as good as Vick-- 
hurg, below the mouth of the canal. Our 
forces cannot reach the enemy from this side. 
Grant is also at the camp before Vicksburg, 
and, to reach the city, he must pursue th> 
very same route Sherman did, or assault 
Vicktburg in front, or Haine's Bluff, with our 
men afloat in Mississippi steamboats, which 
can be sunk by a six-pound shot. There is no 
doubt the enemy h^s at least one hundred 
heavy guns in position, besides an equal num- 
ber in field batteries, which can be run when- 
ever they please. Well-informed military men 
think Vicksburg is stronger and more difficult 
of approach than Richmond. We are sorry 
to say we are not anticipating success at that 
point. Vicksburg will have to be besieged, 
and the Federal Government ought to maki 
its arrangements for a six months' siege at 
least, providing reinforcements to fill vacan- 
cies caused by sickness, securing its line ol 
operations, and establishing depots, before 
landing the army. Communications should 
be opened both above and below. 

SfeirThero is a certain fact which is signifi- 
cant as well as curious. Whenever the Rich- 
mond papers publish articles ferociously 
opposed to all ideas of peace and union, as the 
New York Journal of Commerce says, the 
Northern radical papers give them conspicu- 
ous insertion, and write exulting editorials 
directing attention to them, and rejoicing 
over them.

reason to assign for it, and in two months they 
went up one to two hundred per cent. In the 
meantime, no source of supply of rags has been 
cut off, but the importation has increased 
while the demand for paper has fallen off fully 
one-third. The Journal of Commerce show 
how shamefully the public are taxed million 
of dollars per annum to fill the pockets of the 
combiners in this movement. It says the 
imports of rags at the port of New York for 
the year 1801 was $374,075; and for the yea 
18G2, $285,926; and for the year 1863, up to 
February 6, one month and six d.iys, $275,905 
this last thirty-seven days' imports being an 
amount nearly equal to the total imports at 
Mew York for tho whole year 1862! At the 
same time, as ail know, the gathering of do- 
mestic rags has progressed with enormous sue 
cess. The quantity of rag3 on hand at the 
present moment therefore must be two to 
three millions of dollars' worth. For all paper- 
makers agree that the home supply is fiv 
times the imports, in ordinary years. But 
the paper market down in consequence of th 
glut of stock? No, it remains up, and, excej, 
for the slight falling off occasioned by the ap- 
prehension of Congressional action, there 
would have been no decline. And why 
this? Simply because the men who put it B{ 
hold it up. They control the market. On n 
other principle of commercial rules can an 
one explain this astonishing importation an 
increase of home supply, with a largely de 
creased consumption, and yet high prices 
maintained. 

Again, the duties on bleaching powders, 
chemicals, and other materials arc very tr 
fling, and will not affect the co3t of paper on 
per cent, and when the high price of labor 
urged, it is replied that with all the rags im 
ported duty free the paper maker still ha 
perfect protection against loss on labor by tb< 
high rate of exchange, and will always hat- 
it till he puts up the price of labor exactly as 
high as exchange goes, but no one ha3 yet ad- 
vanced his laborers seventy per cent. As to 
the effect of all this on the public pocket, the 
Journal has taken pains to obtain trustworthy 
estimates of the single item of school book 
and the following facts may be relied on : 

On cheap school books, bound in boards 
(made from paper stock), the actual increase 
the cost of the book is about .'S3 1-3 per cen 
On expensive school books, printed on fine p; 
per, the increase of cost is 75 per cent. Let us 
illustrate. 

One well-known firm in this city publisher 
Davies s School Arithmetic, of which the sale: 
are 100,000 copies per annum, at 30 cents per 
copy wholesale. The increased cost is seven 
cents per copy, making a tax of $7,0<K) per an 
uum on this single book. 

Davies s Mathematical Dictionary is a more 
expensive book, on which the increased cost 
leventy-five cents per copy. We speak of the 
simple cost of producing the books. 

There are some spelling-books which sell 
nearly a million of copies per aoDiim. Th' 
increased C03t of such a book, formerly selling 
at 20 cents a copy, would be $70,000. 

It is perfectly safe to estimate the annual 
sales of school books in this country at $.">,0O0i 
000. Of these the expense is perhaps equally 
divided between the higher pr-ced books ant' 
the cheaper class. But if we average the in 
creaBed cost at only forty per cent, we have 
$2,000,000 additional cost imposed on the 
country. If the paper-makers are not limited 
by a possibility of importation of paper at fair 
prices with exchange added, they will make 
this amount to $4,000,000 next year. 

And this isin thcsiaglcitem of school books 
When we arid to this the vast publications of 
general reading matter, history, biography 
tracts, religious books, in short the flood c 
literature vliich has been the distinguishing 
feature of o ir country, we may safely esti 
male the additional expenses of the nation it 
one year at $10,000,000, and in three years 
$30,000,000, equal in fact to the full aruoun 
of capital which the paper-makers claim is in 
vested in their business I If to this we add 
the newspaper and periodical publications of 
the day, the paper-makers will increase the 
capital back again in a year or eighteen 
months. 

Another significant fact is noticed by the 
Journal of Commerce, which is that while the 
prices of paper have advanced enormously 
America, they remain unchanged in Europe 
which proves conclusively that the pnper-ma- 
ker3 are realizing an enormous profit from 
their combination. Will not Congress under 
l hese circumstances act before the adjourn 
ment? The people ask it and they should not 
be refused.

I.NJCsTici to the- Dead.— The steamer F.lla 
Faber arrived at this port several days ago 
with a number of sick and wounded Federal 
soldiers on board. During the trip from Nash- 
ville four deaths occurred. The captaiu of the 
boat caused boxes to be prepared for the bodies 
and proposed to inter them at convenient 
places on the river, but the military com- 
mander of the boat, a Major Kelley, objected 
to their interment, saying that he wished to 
deliver the bodies of the deceased soldiers to 
their friends. The boat arrived here in due 
time, but the bodies were not claimed 
by their friends, and consequently remained 
on board the boat. The steamer, being 
in the Government service, was ordered away 
yesterday, and the captain found it necessary 
to dispose of the dead bodies. In the absence 
of Major Kelley, the bodies were turned over 
to Wharfmaster Parmelc, and we presume 
they will have to be buried at the expense of 
the city, as the names of the deceased and the 
residence of their friends are unknown lo Mr. 
l'armele. Many instances of the fame kind 
have come under our observation in this city 
recently. Such neglect on the part of the 
proper authorities is highly reprehi n itle. 



'It has been already stated in our col- 
umns that Col. Frank McN'airy of the rebel 
army, who fell recently in battle, was not the 
author ofthe blood-hound bill which appeared 
some months ago under his signature. A let- 
ter from a distinguished personal friend of ours 
and his, who knew him most intimately, 
writes us that Col. McN'airy long and patiently 
filtered the odium justly due to such a deed 
"rather than expose the real authors or eeem to 
shrink before bis enemies. The friend who 
writes to us told him that his reasoning was 
erroneous, but he merely replied, "you can 
correct it if I fall," and at the same time de- 
clared that he did not know of the existence 
of the publication for weeks after it was made, 
being on duty at the time in Eastern Ken- 
tucky. He is said to have been a man of gen- 
erosity, gentleness, and urbanity. His only 
crime, so far as we can learn, was rebellion, 
but that was so frightful a one that even the 
thick earth-curtains of the grave, we fear, 
cannot hide it. 

Washington's Hiiith Day.— This anniver- 
sary will be celebrated on Monday next in 
Nashville and New Orleans. In the former 
city the preparations are on a grand scale, 
and will be carried out in the Hall of Repre- 
sentatives at the State Capitol, under the joint 
auspices of the City Council and the Nashville 
t'nion Club. The Committee requests that al| 
places of business be closed, that the National 
colors be displayed from the houses of the cit- 
izens, and that those having charge of church- 
es or public buildings cause the bells thereof 
to be rung at sunrise, noon, and sunset. They 
also ask the citizens and military of the city 
county, and adjoining counties, to participate 
in the celebration. The ladies are particular- 
ly invited to honor the occasion with their 
presence. The Hon. Jordan Stokes will read 
the farewell address, and the exercises will 
conclude with the Star Spangled Br.nner, in 
the chorus of which the whole audience will 
join. 

IfSFT. N. Lindsny, Esq , as we learn from 
the Cincinnati Gazette, made a motion in 
the Franklin Circuit Court, at Frankfort on 
Thursday, to have the Judge, Hon. George 0, 
Drane, empannel a grand jury to investigate 
the loyalty of the men who met in the conven- 
tion dispersed by Colonel Gilbert. The Judge 
Tery promptly and firmly refused to do so, 
saying that the Judiciary bad no right to in- 
terfere with the military in asserting the na- 
tional authority, adding that even if the grand 
jury was in session he would not instruct it to 
investigate the act of Colonel Gilbert. Lind- 
say is a prominent sympathizer withsccession, 
and a member of the "Democratic" Central 
Committee which called the rebel convention. 



There was a report put in circulation 
lately concerning the 167th Pennsylvania 
regiment, coni|>osed of drafted men, in the 
recent battle near the Illackwater, in Virginia. 
They were charged with plainly refusing to 
light, and the men were reported to have ex- 
claimed, "Von may draft us, but you can't 
make us fight.'' This turns out to be a mali- 
cious falsehood. The Philadelphia Bulletin 
says the regiment was in the action at the i 
beginning, and received the fiercest of the 
enemy 's attack. The Colonel of the regiment, 
the brave KnoJerer, received his death wound 
cirly in the action, and every other mounted 
officer had bis horse shot under him. Thus, I 
n the darkness, and without officers, these 
men, who had only been a few weeks in the 
field, got into confusion for a lime; but Ihey 
were rallied and re-formed, and did as well as 
any troops could have done under the circum- 
stances. General Corcoran has vindicated 
them from the malignant charges.

This battle (Antiotam) has Wn the most 
sanguinary of the war, and the only one 
fought with visible design and upon military 
principles. The arrangement of our corps — 
the overlooking position of the commanding 
General — the sending into action the right and 
left divisions — the closing up of tho centre, 
and the final success — excites bewildering ad- 
miration, and carries the mind to the great 
fields of Ansterlit7 and Wagram, fought by 
Napoleon.

not expressly assigned to any other depart- 
ment, nineteen million one hundred and twen- 
ty-five thousand dollars. 

For the purchase of cavalry and artillery 
horses, twenty-three million one hundred and 
eighty-nine thousand three hundred and sev- 
enty-five dollars. 

For mileage, or the allowance made to offi- 
cers of the army for the transportation of 
themselves and their baggage, when travel- 
ling on duty without troops, escorts, or eu;>- 
plies, one million of dollars.

For surveys of military defences, one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars. 

For purchase and repair of instruments, ten 
thousand dollars. 

For printing charts of lake surveys, fifteen 
thousand dollars. 

For continuing the survey of Northern and 
Northwestern lakes, including Lake Superior, 
one hundred and six thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine dollars. 

For the signal service of the United States 
Army, one hundred and fifteen thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-one dollars. 

For deficiency for signal service for the Uni- 
ted State3 Army for the year ending June 
thirty, eighteen hundred and sixty-tbrc-i , 
twelve thousand two hundred and twenty-fivo 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That no 
money shall be paid from the Treasury of the 
United States to any person acting or assum- 
ing to act as an officer, ciyil, military, or na- 
val, as salary in any office, which office is not 
authorized by some previously existing law, 
unle«s where such office shall be subsequently 
sanctioned by law, nor shall any money be 
paid out of the Treasury, as salary, to any per- 
son appointed during the recess of the Senate, 
to fill a vacancy in any existing office, which 
vacancy existed while the Senate was in ses- 
sion and is by law required to be filled by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate 
until such appointee .hall have been confirmed 
by the Senate.

FOREIGN PKUSONAL .it ATTK BS. 

The Emperor Napoleon went, on the ltftb, 
on a shooting excursion to Fontainbleau, ac- 
companied by Prince Napoleon, the two 
Princes Murat. the Duke of Hamilton, the 
Prince de la Moskown, General Fleury, and 
the Marquis de Toulongeon. The sport was 
excellent, 1,200 head of game being laid low, 
of which his Majesty killed more than 3"". 
The Emperor returned to Paris in the evening. 

An American seaman named Clinton, who 
was stabbed on the Cth iust, in New Road, 
Ilatclitfe Highway, London, has died from his 
wounds. Several suspected men are incus- 
tody, but Clinton was unable to identify any 
oflbemasthe man that actually struck the 
fatal blow, and the police state their appre- 
hension that tho deceased s comrades have 
been bribed and sent out of the way to pre- 
vent their giving evidence on the point 

At Rome, Pasquino has made a joke at the 
expense of the Emperor Napoleon and his cam- 
paign in Mexico. The word "ducal'' in Ital- 
ian expresses alike the English words "duchy'' 
and "ducat.'' Pasquino foretells that, although 
the war in Italy only costs three ducats, the 
war in Mexico will cost a "Napoleon." 

Lord Palmerston has got the hardest kind 
of a nut to crack in the new French Minister 
to London, Baron Gros. lie is tbe best hater 
of England in France, the toughest kind of a 
diplomatist, shrewd and obstinate, and devoted 
to his master, who has made him. 

A Paris letter says: It is stated that the 
Imperial Prince is to be emancipated from pet- 
ticoat government ncit month, and placed un- 
der the care of a tutor. I am not able to men- 
tion the name of the gentleman selected for 
this responsible post, but it is positively said 
that he is not a bishop. 

General Count de Seran, formerly aide-de- 
camp to the Duke d'Enghien, has just died in 
his 93d year. He was one of tbe last repre- 
sentatives of the array of 1789. He bad been 
a fellow-student and even the corporal of Na- 
poleon at the school of Brienne.

— Among the 
documents in the "Yellow Book ' just commu- 
nicated to the French Chamber is an import- 
ant letter from the Emperor Napoleon to Gen. 
Forey, commander of the French troops in 
Mexico, in which we read: 

"There will not be wanting people who will 
ask you why we go to lavish men and money 
for the establishment of a regular govern nieut 
in Mexico. In the present state of the civiliza- 
tion of the world, the prosperity of America 
Is not a matter of indifference to Europe, for 
It is she who feeds our manufactories and gives 
life to our commerce. We have an interest 
In this— that the republic of the United States 
be powerful and prosperous; but we have 
none in this — that she should seize possession 
of all the Mexican Gulf, domiuate from thence 
the Antilles, as well as South America, and be 
the sole dispenser of the products of the 
New World. We seo now by sad experi- 
ence how precarious is the fate of an industry 
which is reduced to seeking its chief raw ma- 
terial in one market alone, to all the vicissi- 
tudes of which it has to submit. If, on the other 
hand, Mexico preserves its independence, and 
maintains the integrity of its territory, if a 
stable government is constituted with the as- 
sistance of France, we shall have restored to 
the Latin race on the other side of the ocean 
its strength and prestige; we shall have estab- 
li<hed our beneficent influence in the centre 
of America, and this influence, by presenting 
immense openings for our commerce, will pro- 
cure us the materials indispensable to our in- 
dustry. Mexico, thus regenerated, will al- 
ways be favorable to us, not only from grati- 
tude, but also because her interests will be in 
harmony with ours, aud she will find a pow- 
erful support in her eood relations with the 
European powers. To-day, then, our pledged 
military honor, the exigency of our policy, 
the interests of our industry and of our com- 
merce, all make it a duty to march upon Mexi- 
co, and boldly plant there our flag; to estab- 
lish either a monarchy, if it is not incompati- 
ble with the national 'sentiment of the coun- 
try, or, at all events, a government which 
promises some stability." 

The Freuch "Yellow Book'' also shows th»t 
the expeditionary force in Mexico is made up 
of jo.ooo men and 5,000 horses. 

Bankruptcy in England — A late London let- 
ter speaks of the great iucreat-e of bankruptcy 
in England. The number of bankruptcies ga- 
zetted the past year amounts to almnt nine 
thousand. Hitherto the annual number has 
been about two thousand. The remarkable 
Increase is attributed to the American war.
